He takes tho water 
and po-.ir«t it throac.li tho eicvo In tho broad 
3iffhL lie says: "I would ratber do any 
thing almost tbim drink thie water until 
tots larva bo extirpated." 
Tlild wa-tcr Is 


brought, under Inquisition. 
Tkc txperi- 


mciit Is suocoHHful. 
Tho water rushes 


through the sieve aud leaves ufjalnat tho 
side of tbo sieve the tfrub or gnat. Tnon 
the man Ciirofally removes thu ineoct and 
drinks tho water in placidity. But colnj 
out one da}', .".ntl hungry, bo devours a "ship 
of tho desert," the camel, which tho Jews 
were forbidden to cat. Tbe gastronomer 
has uo compunctions of conscience. Ho 
suffers from no iudlgestlon, Ilo puts tho 
lower ja\v under tbe camel's forefoot, and hid 
upper ja\v over tho burup of tbo camel's 
buok,uiHlKlvos one swallow and tho drome- 
dary dt/wppoui-8 forever. He strained out a 
gnat; bo swallowed n camoL 


While Christ's audience were yet smiling 


at the apDoeltencsu and wit of His illustra- 
tion—for smile they did in church unless 
they were too stupid to understand tho by- 
pcrbole—Christ practically said to them: 
"That Is you." Punctilious about email 
things; reckless about affairs of great ruag-. 
ultmlu. Xo subject ever withered under a 
surgeon's knife more bitterly than did tbe 
Pharisees under Christ's scalpel of truth. 
As an u-.iato:nl3t will take a human body 
to pieces nnd put thorn under a micro- 
scope for examination, so Christ finds II Is 
way to the hcnrc of tho dead Pharlnee and 
cutfi it out and puts it under tbe p;las3 o£ 
Inspection for all generations to examine. 
Those Pharisees thought tbat Christ w»uld 
flatter thorn and compliment them, and 
bow they must have writhed under the red- 
hot words as Ho said: "Ye loolfi, yc whlted 
sepulchres, ye blind puidos, which sixain 
out a ffnat and swallow a camoL" 


There are in our day a jrreat many gnats 


strained out uudaft-reat many camels owal- 
lowed, nud it Is tbe objoct Of this sermon to 
sketch a few persons who are extensively 
on^sed in that business. 


First. I remark that all those ministers of 


the Gospel ure photographed In tho text 
who arc very scrupulous about tho conven- 
tionalities of religion, but put no particular 
stress upon matters or! vast Importance. 
Chci-oh services ought to bo grave and 
solemn. There is no room for 1'rlvolity in 
religious convocation. But there ore illus- i 
trations and there are hyperboles like that ' 
of Christ iu tho text that will irradlato with 
biniles any Intelligent auditory. Thore are 
men like those blind guides ot the text who 
advocate only those things in reliffioas 
service whtcu draw tbe corners of tho 
mouth down, nnd dcnonnco ali thoso things 
which have a tendency to draw tbo corners 
of the mouth up, and these men will go to 
installaiiona and to presbyteries ana lo con- 
ferences and to associations, their pockets 
full of fine sieves to strain out the gnats, 
while in their own churches at home every 
Sunday thero are fifty people sound asleep. 
They make their churches a great dormi- 
tory, aud their somniferous sermons aro a 
cradle, and the drawltid-out hymns a lulla- 
by, while some wakeful soul in a pew with 
her fan keeps the Hies off unconscious per- 
aons approximate. 


Now, I say it is worse to sloop in church 


than to smile in church, for tho latter im- 
plies at least attention, while tbo former 
Implies tho indlftorenoo of tho hearers and 
the stupidity of the speaker.

minister of the Gospel looks off upon an 
audlenco and finds healthy and intelligent 
people struggling with drowsiness. It la 
timo_for hhu to.glvp.gnt tho.doaoloey..o.r. 


pronounco the benediction. The great i'attlt 
of church services to-day Is not too much 
vlvucity, but too much somnolence. The 
one is un irritating gnat that mny bu easily 
strained out; Uiu other Is a gront, aprawlinjr 
and sleepy-eyed camel ot the dry desert, In 
all our 3abba~b schools, In all our Bible 
olasa=s, in all our pulpits, we need • to 
brighten up our religious message with 
such Christ-like vivacity as wo nad In tho 
text 


I take down from my library tho biogra- 


phies of ministers and writers of past ages. 
Inspired and uninspired, who have clone the 
most to bring- souls li Jesus Christ, and I 
find that without a single exception they 
consecrated their wit and their humor to 
Christ. Elijah used it when ho advised tho 
Bualltes, as they could not make their god 
respond; tolling them to call louder, as 
their god might bo sound asleep or gone a- 
hnntlng. Job used it \vbcn hu "said to his 
solf-conceltiid comforters: " WIsaom will 
die with you." Christ not only used it Jn 
tho text, but when He ironically compli- 
mented tho putrefied Pharisees, saying: 
"The whole need not a physician," and when 
by ono word Ho described tbo cunning of 
Herod, flaying: "Co. ye, nnd tell that fo.v." 


Matthew Henry's coiumontarlDs from tlic 


first page to tho last, coruncated with 
humor, us summer clouds with beat and 
lightning. John Buuyan's writings aro us 
i'ull of humor as thoy aro of saving trulli, 
uud there Is not an aged man hero who bus 
over read "Pilgrim's Progress" who does 
not remember that, while reading II;, ho 
Etnllod as often as he wopt 
Chrysofltom, 


George Herbert. Robert South, John Wes- 
ley, George Wbltelield. Jeremy Taylor, 
Rowland Hill, Qoorgo 0. Flnne'y und all 
men of tho past who greatly advanced tbo 
Kingdom of God, consecrated their wit and 
tbcir humor to the cause of Christ. So It 
baa been in all tho ages, and I soy to these 


young theological students, who cluster In 
tbasa .services Sabbath by Sabbath, sharpen 
your wit« as koen as crhncters, and then 
take them into tills holy war. 


It is a very short bridge between a smile 


and a tear, a nusponslon bridge from eyo to 
lip, and It is soon crossed over, anil a mitilo 
Is sometimes juHt as sacred us a tear. Thero 
is ns much religion, and I tbluk a littlo 
more, in u spring morning thun iu a star- 
less midnight r.ollglous work without uny 
humor or wit In It Is a banquet with a aide 
of beef, uud that raw, and no condiments, 
and no deserts succeeding. People will not 
Kit down to such a banquet By all means 
remove all frivolity nnd all bathos and all 
lightness and all vulgarity—strain them oat 
through tho sieve of holy discrimination; 
but, 
on tho othur hand, beware oC that 


monster which overshadows the Christian 
church to-day, conventionality, coming up 
Irom the Groat Sahara desert; o£ oeolnsliw- 
tlclsm, having on its back a bumplof sancti- 
monious gloom, and vehemently refuses to 
swallow that c.amel. 


Oh, how particular a great many peoplo 


aro about the infinitesimals while they aro 
Quito reckless about tho magnitudes, \Vr.at 
did Christ suy? Did Ho not excoriate tho 
people !u His time who were so carcfnl to 
wash their hands before a meal but did not 
wash their hearts? It is a bad thing to iiavo 
unclean hands; It is a worse thlug to havo 
an unclean heart How many peoplo there 
aro iu our rime who arc very anxious that 
after 
death they shall 
be buried with 


their feet toward tho east, and not at all 
anxious that during their whole'life they 
should face iu tho right direction so that 
they shall come up in the resurrection of tho 
just whichever way they are burled. How 
many tboro aro chiefly anxious that a min- 
ister o( the Gospel shall come in tho Ibio oJ 
apostolic succession, not earing so much 
whether ho comes from Apoatlo Paul or 
Apostlo Judas. They have a way of meas- 
uring a gnat until It ia larger than n camel. 


Again: Ity subject photographs all thoso 


who are abhorrent of small Bins, while they 
uro reckless In regard to magnlliccnt thefts. 
You will find many a merchant who, while 
he Is so careful that he would not take a 
yard of cloth or a spool of cotton from tho 
counter without paying for It, and who, It a 
bank cashier Bhould tcako a mistake and 
Bond In a roll of billa iivo do'.lars too much, 
would dispatch a messenger In hot hasto to 
return tha surplus, yot who will go Into a 
stock company In which after awhile he, 
gets control of tho stock, and then waters, 
tho Btock and makes $100,000 appear like. 
$200,000. He only stole $100,000 by tbo- 
operation. 
Many of tho men of fortune 


made their wealth in that way. 


Ono of thoso men, engaged in such un- 


righteous acts, that evening—the evening 
of tbo very day when ho watered tho stock 
—will find a wharf-rat stealing a newspa- 
per from tho basement doorway, and will 
go out and catch tho urchin by tho collar, 
and twist tho collar so lightly the poor fel- 
low can not say it was thirst for knowledge 
that led him to the dishonest act, but grip' 
the collar tighter and tighter, saying: "I 
bavo been looking for you a long while; 
you stole my paper four or five times,1 
haven'tj'ou?—you miserable wretoh." And 
then the old stock-garablcr, with a voice 
thoy can hear three blocks, will cry out: 
"Police, police!" That Bame man, the 
evening of tho day in which he watered the.' 
stock, will knoel with hie family In prayers 
and thank God for the prosperity of tbe day, 
then kiss hla children good-night with an. 
nlr which seomsto say: "I hope you will 
all grow up to bo aa good as your father." 


Prisons for sins insectilo iu siac, but pal- 


aces for crimes dromedarlan. No mercy 
for sins animalcule in proportion, but great 
leniency for mastodon iniquity. A poor 
boy slyly takes from the basket of a mar-' 
tet woman a cholco pear—saving some one. 
else from the cholera—and you smother 
him In tbo horrlblo atmosphere of liaymoud 
street Jail or New York Tombs, while his 
cousin, who has been skillful enough to 
steal $jO,000 from tho city, you. will make 
a cnndiduto for tho New York Legislature! 


Thero Is a (Treat deal :of uneasiness and 


nervousness now among some people in our 
time who havo gotten unrighteous fortur.es, 
a great deal of nervousness about dyna- 
mite. I tell them that God will put nnder 
their unrighteous fortunes something more 
explosive than dynamite, the earthquake 
of Hie omnipotent indignation. It is tltne 
that wo learn in America that sin Is not ox-, 
eusablo in proportion as it declares largo 
dividends and has outriders in equipage. 
Many a man la riding to perdition, postilion, 
ahead and lackey behind. 
To steal one- 


copy of a newspaper is a 2uat; to steal 
many thousands of dollars is a camel. Thore 
is many a fnr.t dealer who would not con- 
sent to steal a basket of peaches from a. 
neighbor's stall, but who would not scruple 
to depress the fruit market; and as long as 
I can remember wo havo read every sum- 
mer the peach crop of Maryland is a failure, 
and by tho tlmo the crop cornea la tho mis- 
apprehension makes a difference of mDlions 
of dollars. A ruon who would not steal ono 
peach basket steals five thousand peach 
baskets, 


Go down in tho (rammer time into the 


Mercantile library, in the reading-room, and 
ace tho newspaper reports of tho crops. 
from all parts of tho country, and their 
phraseology is very much the same, and the 
same men wrote thorn, methodically and 
Infamously carrying out the huge lying 
about the grain crop from year to year and 
for a score of years. After awhile there 
will bo a "corner" In tbe wheat market, aud 
men who bad a contempt for a petty theft 
will burglarize the wheat bin of a nation 
and commit larceny upon the American 
corn crib, r; And some of tbe men will sit iu 
churches and in reformatory institutions 
trying to strain out tho small goats of 
Bcouadreltsm, while in tliwir grain elevators 
and their storehouses they ore fattening 
huge camels which they expect uftorawbile 
to swallow. Society ban to bo entirely re- 
constructed on this subject. We are to find 
that a sin is in excusable iu proportion as it 
Is great. 


I know in our time tho tendency is to 


chargo religious Irauds upon good men. 
They say: "Oh, what a clasa of frauds you 
havo in tbo Church of God In this day;" and 
when an elder of a church or u. deacon or a 
minister of cho Gospel or a superintendent 
of a Sabbath-school turns out a defaulter, 
what display heads there ore in many of 
the newspapers. Groat primer type. Five 
line pica. "Another Saint Absconded;" 
"Clerical Scoundrclism;" "-Religion at a 
Discount;" "Shamo 
on 
tho Churches;" 


while there are a thousand scoundrels out- 
side to where thero is ono insldo tbo 
church, and the misbehavior of those who 
never seo the Inside of a church is GO great 
it is enough to tempt a man to become a 
Christian to get out Of their company. 


But in all circles, religious aud'trrellglous, 


the tendency is to excuse sin in proportion 
as It is mammoth. Even John Milton, in hla 
'Paradise Lost," while he condemns Satan, 
gives such a grand description o£ him you 
havo hard work to suppress your admira- 
tion. Oh, this straining out of small sins 
Ilka gnats and this gulping down trreat In- 


like comelel 
. - 


'This HnbjocCtTucs iiot give tho plcttiro of 


one or two persons, but is agallflry in which 
thousands of people may seo thdv likeness. 
For luataivje, ul! ihoso people who, whllo 
:hey would not rob their neighbor of c 
lancing, appropriate the money and the 
treasure of the public. A man has a house 
to sell, and bo tells bio easterner it Is worth 
fSO.OOO. 
Next day the assessor comes: 


iroand and the owner says it is worth .?15,- 


000. Tho Government of the United States 
toolc oli tbe tax from personal income, 
among other reasons, because so few peo- 
ple would tell the truth, and many a man 
with aa income of hundreds of dollars a day 
made statements which geomud to imply 
he was about to be handed over to tbe over- 
seer of the poor. Careful to pay their pas- 
sage from Liverpool to New York, yetsaiug- 
gliug In their Saratoga trunk ten silk dress- 
es from Paris and a hal; dozen watches 
from Geneva, Switzerland, telllcg the cus- 
tom-bouse officers on tbo wharf, "There Is 
nothing In that trunk but wearing apparel," 
and putting a live-dollar gold piece Iu his 
hand to punctuate the statement.

larger than a whole caravan of camels, 
when they might better fracture every law 
of tho language and shock Intellectual taste, 
and better let every verb Buck in vain for 
Itsnomlnatlv,;, nnd every noun for Its gov- 
crninout, nnd uvury preposition lose its way 
in the sentence, and adjectives and pull- 
clples and pronouns gijr, into a grand riot 
worthy of thu l-'ourth w:ird on election day, 
than lo commit a moral Inaccuracy. But- 
ter swallow a thousand gnats t'aan ono 
camel. 


Such persons are iLTO described In tlio 


text who arc very much alarmed about tho 
Hmall faults of others, and havo no alarm 
about their own groat transgressions.

Twenty 
faults of their own do not hurt them so 
much as onn fault of son-.cbody else. Their 
neighbors' imperfections aro like gnats, and 
they strain chi;m out; their own imporfcc- 
tlousare like camels, and they swallow 
them.
